George Cole, 67 years old, a shoe- 
worker, of 2947 Gamble street, wh» 
was slugged Saturday night by tw» 
negroes and left unconscious in a 
vacant lot at 524 South Jefferson 
avenue, died at 2:40 a. m. today 
at city hospital from his injurlees. 

The aged man, in his few con- 
| scious moment after he was found 
Sunday morning by a passing po- 
liceman, was able to give the po- 
lice only a meager description of 
his assailants, who apparently {n- 
tended to rob him but fied hefor> 
accomplishing their purpose. 

Cole, whose home is in the row 
of flats in the rear of which the 
body of Mollie Margulis, Russian 
immigrant, was found May 16, was 
returning from the home of a 
daughter when attacked. 

His Story of Attack. 
| He told the police he was walk- 
ling north in Jefferson avenue 
‘about 10 p. m.

The first time I heard of John 
W. Davis was when he was ‘Solici- 
tor-General of the United States. 
Then I was told that he was “‘the 
best lawyer practicing before the 
Supreme Court.” The next time ! 
heard of him was from London 
correspondents of the American 
newspapers—that he was ‘‘the best 
man we had had in London.” 
These memories were short, but he 
was still ‘“‘the best.” Now what he 
most commonly is called is “the 
best candidate in any party for the 
presidency.’ And certain it is that 
he is Wall street's best lawyer. If 
I could run back over his record I 
would probably find that he was 
once “the best lawyer in his coun- 
ty,.”” and that a little later he was 
“the best lawyer in his State” of 
West Virginia, and again, that he 
was “the best of the younger 
members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives.” 

I saw him the other day at the 
Princeton commencement. He wore 
the disguise of a mortarboard and 
gown and I was at a distance, so I 
did not recognize him. I thought, 
what is that worldly and interest- 
ing face Moing among these other 
worldly academic faces. It absorb- 
ed my attention. He bowed his 
head to the executioner’s gesture 
with which the master of cere- 
monies puts the purple noose of 
doctor of laws about the neck 
Few survive it, but I think he wilj. 
He turned about to speak and I 
settled down comfortably, thinking 
that wit ‘would strely flow from 
that countenance. You could hear 
him a dozen times speak solidly 
and still have that comfortable il- 
lusion. 

I have not looked up his origin, 
but an Irishman looking at his face 
would féetl that it was a brother's. 
One of the “Turkies” would say, 
“This fellow is all right; he'll speak 
to us after he is in the White 
House!’

He Makes a Good 

First Impression.’ 

I do not know any public man 
who makes a better first impres- 
sion than he does. He is hamnd-

IIe 
is so sure of himself,/so much at 
ease, at such good terms with the 
world, so handsome, so happy that 
only the most dismal experience 
with him could prevent your form- 
ink a most favorabte opinion of 
him. I have quoted elsewhere the 
perfect word about President Cooal- 
idge “lke the singed cat, he is bet- 
ter than he looks.” I wish I cou'd 
find the perfect word about Mr. 
Davis. The line teeters on the point 
of my pencil; “he looks tgo good tc 


‘be true,” but I cannot bring myseif 


to write it. I am under the spell, 
of that charming exterior. I can- 
not write it. But somehow you 
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John Davis, which is not a mere 
lawyer's service, and which will 
meet all the expectations which his 
presence and personajity arouse. 

The white hair, prematurely sil- 
vered, topping the ruddy counte- 
nance, gives him a look of wisdom 
beyond his years. The worn red 
covering of Mr. Coolidge’s skull 
arouses much lesser expectations. 
The urbane manner, worldly in the 
best sense, suggests large experi- 
ence.

He has dwelt, at the 
centers of life. He has exchanged 
counsel with kings of men and 
kings of finance. He has had a 
thousand significant contacts to one 
that Mr. Coolidge had had when 
he became President. You feel all 
this‘ when you look at him. No 
wonder that he makes a marvelous 
first impression.

The face is worthy of especial 
study, for if you can really read a 
face you have the whole story of 
life and character.

A JUDGE REBUKED. 


The Supreme Court of Missouri has rebuked Circuit 
Judge Buckner of Kansas City “because of disre- 
spectful language” in Judge Buckner’s protest against 

delay in the trial of Roy B. Garvey, charged 
with murdering his father. 

The indictment against Garvey was returned more 
than two years ago, but Garvey has not yet been 
brought to trial. By what maneuverings this delay 
has been contrived we do not know. It seems, how- 
ever, that a date for trial before Judge Buckner was 
finally’set for last month, when aftorneys for Garvey 
again sought further postponement by applying to the 
Supreme Court for a writ of prohibition, which is 


still pending. 
Judge Buckner expostulated against further delay 


This application should be disposed of speed- 
ily to the end that constitutional requirements 
for a speedy trial be carried out. Respondent 
(Buckner) has no persona! desire to try the case 
at bar. or any other case, but he is deeply im- 
pressed with the fact that these long delays— 
many of them unnecessary and inexcusable— 
should not be further aided by the highest court 
in the land. These methods and practices are 
bringing the administration of justice, especial- 
ly the criminal statutes, into such disrepute that ’ 
the public has begun to lose confidence in the 
integrity of the courts and our judicial system.

Director of Public Utilities 
Hooke, who participated in the 
conference, estimated $1,500,000 
would be required for electrifica- 
tion of the downtown district, 
which is generally regarded as 
bounded by Jefferson avenue and 
the Mississippi River and Chou- 
teau and Cass avenues. ° 

Some parts of the district are 
now lighted with gas lamps and 
other parts by electric arc lamps. 
These would be replaced by the 
| dew lamps. 
| The bond issue included $8,000,- 
000 for electrification of city 
streets, and $1,500,000 is being ex- 
pended this year for that purpose. 
All parks have been electrified, 
‘as have new residential streets. In- 
|stallation on older’ residential 
streets, which would involve tear- 
ing up of pavements, will come 
| last, 

Bonds for pubic improvements 
are being issued in annual quotas
